There can be no question but 
that some reform in that lines is bad- 
ly needed and the appointment of the 
committee which was endorsed by a 
large majority in the senate, is the 
first step in the right direction. Speak

Perhaps the measure of most gen- 
eral interest that in proposed is the 
changing of the powers of the state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
se as to give him authority to nam 
the three commissioners of educa- 
tion—secondary, elementary and vo 
cational—and also to allow him to ap 
point the presidents of the various 
Teachers’ colleges (Normal schools), 
which it will be recalled has been a 
bone of contention between Superin- 
tendent Wood and the present state 
board ef education. Under the exist- 
ing law the superintendent names the 
presidents and the board confirm 
them, but the board refused to con 
firm the nominations made by Wood 
and a deadlock resulted. To avoid 
in the future such unfortunate trou- 
ble, the entire responsibility will be 
placed upon the superintendent and 
the board will have nothing to with 
the subject. As the present board of 
education has some years still to 
serve, it is proposed to abolish it and 
te then create a new board—posibly | 
under some other name—with ten 
members, instead of seven, to take its 
place. The ten would be appointed as 
the seven are now, by the governor. 


The preen bill to abolish capita! 
punishment is once more on the file. 
It would substitute life imprisonment 
for hanging. It is argued, however, 
that a life prisoner at the end of sev- 
en years is eligible for parole, so that 
unless murderers under life sentence 
were made ineligible for parole thai} 
the pending bill would mean virtually | 
a term in many cases shorter for mur- 
derers than that for prisoners sent up 
for other crimes, such as burglary. 


The rural counties representing the 
two great central valleys of the 
state are demanding that this legis- 
lature shall provide a plan for the 
equitable distribution of the water 
from the mountain counties over the 
valley counties. Some 8,000,000 acres 
are involved in this question.
